Famous Sprinter Home. 

I learn on good authority that 
Eric Liddell, the famous sprinter 
and Scottish Rugby footballer, is 
on his way home—having obtained 
a yours leave from his duties as 
a ‘missionary In China and will ar- 
rive in Scotland before the end of 
the month, writes C. W. Packford 
in Sporting Life. Is it possible 
that we shall again sce.him in the 
Scottish fifteen before the end of 
the season? : 

The. fact that he last played in 
1923 would, with the majority of 
players, make such an interesting 
happening rather a remote pos- 
sibility, but Liddell is an excep- 
tional matt jn the matter of fitness 
—us he proved by recently defeat- 
ing Dr. Otto Peltzer In a 400 
metres race—and if he cares to 


eer a spaniile roturn to the 
game he would almost inevitably 
be selected, And what a three- 
quarter line Scotlnnd would thon 
have—Ian Smith, G. P. 8. Macpher- 
son, W. M. Slmmers, and Eric Lid- 
dell! With all these at the top of 
thelr form it would be one of the 
greatest attacking forces the game 
has seen, 

1 have often henrd it” auggeated 
thut Liddell! is the fastest player 
who has played in efther code of 
football. If we regard ‘his speed 
from the track point of view ho 
prebably is, but there have been 
several great playera who, on the 
fleld of play, would at least com- 
pare very favourably with him in 
this respect. 

Quite casually, [ can reenil men 
of real speed who have taken a 
prominent part In each game, In 
“Rugger,” “I remember J. G. Will, 
W. A, Stewart, Kenneth McLeod, of 
Scotland, and A. .E.. Hind, of 
England, while in “Soccer” there 
have been C. B. Fry, of Oxford and- 
the Corinthinns, and James Cowan 
and Charles Atheramith, of Aston 
Villa—and much could be written 
about these “wonder” men. Take 
Hind, for Instunce. He played for 
Cambridge Universtty in 1900, and 
on going down assisted Leicester 
so successfully that he was includ- 
ed in the England team that met 
the All Blacks in 1905. Hind was 
also'an athictic Blue, and [ beliove 
he was the first man to bo credited 
with benting “evens” for the spirit 
at Fenner's, -As.far as I can ro- 
member, he was once “clocked” to 
do 9,9-1L0sec.

One felt 
sorry at the end that the old gen- 
Heman’s wish was .not gratified, 
but he had the satisfaction all 
gportsmen have in seeing the 
spoils fall to the deserving.

He haa, however, aupplemented 
his stock of clubs with a large 
selection of the — stcel-shafted 
variety, being sufllciently shrewd 
to have observed That this is no 
mere passing craze, 

He lent me a couple of the clubs 
to try, and I confeas I liked them, 
though It appeared to me that the 
sense of touch with the asteol- 
shafted fron club is quite different 
from its hickory-shafted counter- 
part.

chaso Prico,, Majoitic Hotel Pre- 
porty, $2,790,000", as to which Iam 
ploased to Inform you that funds In 
completo Hquitation of this item 
wore received and lodged with tho 
Company's Bankers on the date fix- 
ed for the completion of the pur- 
charge, viz January 6, 1930. > 

In this connection, I would draw 
attention to the natification appond- 
od at tho foot of the Balnnee Sheet 
indicating that Shangha! curroncics 
are converted at tho rate of Taels 
at 72 and Dollara nt par, By way 
of explanation, I would point out 
that the assets in Shanghai are 
carried fn the Company's Books in 
Shanghal Dollars and that our book 
rate in respect of our Shanghai as- 
sets is converted at the rate of 72 
vis-n-vis Tacla — the average rate 
prevailing on transfers in Shang- 
hai—which must not be confused 
with the cross rate between Tacls 
and Hong Kong, dollars. On this 
point I have alao to state that ex- 
change fluctuationa between Hong 
Kong and Shanghai do not affect 
this Company, except at such times 
as remittanees are made between 
the respective offices, on which oc- 
casions the differences In exchange 
transactions are debited or credit- 
ed, aa the circumstances require, 
to the Profit and Loss Account for 
the particular years to which the 
transactlons appertuin, In this 
rolation, you will observe that your 
Board ‘have made provision for the 
future by creating an “Exchange 
Fluctuation Account" and, if 
you endorse the recommendations 
before you in the matter of the 
allocation of profits for the 
year under review, an amount of 
$160,000 ‘will be eredited to an 
Account to be opened under that 
particular head, with a view to 
making provision for any possible 
future loss on exchange operations. 


Liabilities Lower 


j Turning to the liabilities side of 
the Balance Sheet, I would remark 
in reference to the item “Loans 
secured by Mortgage” that, 
although only a comparatively small 
reduction of our liability under this 
head has been effected since the 
previous accounting period.. Never- 
theless the’ Company’s liabilities in- 
cluded under the item “Sundry 
Creditors” appear at the reduced 
figure of $291,651.39 as compared 
with those of the previous year. 
Reduction of our indebtedness in 
respect of the first ‘mentioned item 
was effected early in the current 
“year on receipt of the balance of the 
purchhse price In respect of tho 
pale of the Majestic Hotel property, 

! and it consequently follows that our 

Indebtedness to our Bankers stands 

at a considerably . reduced figure 

to-day. . 
Turning to the matter of the ap- 

| Propriations recommended by the 

+, Board. for the year under review, 

Shareholders will doubtless be 
pleased to see the Company In the 
position of being able to revert to a 
dividend paying basis after a perlod 
of four years, du¥ing which no dis- 
tribution hag been made; neverthe- 
less, I think I may usefully inform 
you that during that period the 
Company has transferred a sum of 
no less than $2,600,000 to the aug- 
mentation of its Reserves, in spite 
of the difficult times through which 
it hay passed (due very - largely to 
financtal stringency entailing heavy 
demands In regard to: interest pay- 
ments .in respect of borrowed 
capital, and enhanced by the series 
of events connected with the dis- 
turbanees’ in China, which have 
naturally acted as a strong deter- 
rent to its earning power) and I 
am justified in claiming as adequate 
testimony to the stability of your 
understaking the fact that, in the 
past four years, its business hus not 

only. been able to cope with all its 
difticultics, but has also during that 

period never presented you with an 
adverse balance at Profit and Loss 

Account, In reference to the mat- 

ter of “Reserves,” I would In- 

cidentally point out that your Dirce- 
tors recommend that the sum of 
$1,000,000 which ‘has been voted 
from time to time from profits to 
tho credit of the “Construction and 

Development Reserve” be transfer- 

red to a “Reserve for Depreciation,” 

aince the designation of the former 

Reserve would now appear irrele- 

vant in view of tho Company hav-

grammo in hand, 

There boing no further items 
‘which appenr to eall for oxplana- 
tlon, I truat that the appropriations 
recommended: by the Hoard~ will 
meet with aharcholdora’ approval. 

Peninsula Hotel 

Although formally oponed in the 
midds of December 1928, and 
operated throughout the whole’ of 
tho year 1929, it was not until dur- 
ing the latter months of the Inat 
mentioned year that this establsh- 
ment demonstrated its . capacity, 
even when filled to its utmost limit, 
to copo with the -situntion to tho 
zomplete satisfaction of ils patrons 
—a state of affalrs, which has occur- 
red on so many oggasions during the 
recent “travelling season,” that the 
action af your Bonrd in embarklug 
upon the construction and complete 
equipment of this fina establish- 
ment has alrendy—although tho 
Hotel has only. recently completed 
its first year of operatlon—mot with 
exceedingly gratifying — results. 
Experionce during the past season 
has shown that this Hotel fs well 
established as the venue for all local 
functions and festivities of Import- 
anee and. already holds a” premier 
position In the Hats of travel 
bureaux and others responsible for 
the mapping out of [tnerarics of 
travellers to the Orlent. The pre- 
aence of this, tho moat modern hotel 
in the Colony, is undoubtedly an 
added attractlon to the Port and a 
factor of very material Influence in 
the prolongation of the visits of 
translents here with the: consequent 
hanefit to other interests than its 
awn in the Colony. % 

Bus. Service 

Lam pleased to say that the: 
measure of support accorded to: the 
Queen's Road Motor Bus Service 
during the-past year has fully justi- 
fied the optimism I expressed’ from 
the Chair Inst year in connection 
with the necessity for the inaugura~ 
tion of a de luxe bus service 
through the central part of the city. 
Eyidence that such necessity 
existed, and that the expenditure 
involved in the provision of the fine 
fleet of vehicles your Company now 
owns was justified, can be obtained 
at any tlme from casual observation 
of the buses in operation. 

An‘ increase in the number of 
vehicles running on the “Univer- 
sity” route was made 23 from the 
beginning of September Inst. This 
increase coincided with the institu- 
tion of a 10 cent fare over that 
route instead ofthe previous rate 
of 20 cents. It will be gratifying 
to shareholders to know that the 
new system has been a success from 
its inception, and has resulted in 
the revenue derived from that route 
becoming -almost double that pre- 
viously obtained therefrom. 

Repulse Bay. 

Your Board has under considcra- 
tion the question of an nugmenta- 
tion of the bus service to Repulse 
Bay Beach at reduced rates, in the 
coming summer season, and the 
-eatablishment of a bathing pavilion 
at that resort, offering in the mat- 
ter of dressing rooms and the pro- 
vision of refreshments, facilitles to 
meet the growing demand for tran- 
sportation and accommodation, at 
rates within the scope of those with 
moderate means. 

It is interesting to note in con- 
nection with our bus services that 
the number of passongers carried 
over all routes during the year 1929 
approximated 54 millions. 

In view of the stntement made by 
the Chairman of the 
Tramways, Ltd. at that Company’s 
Annual General Meeting held re- 
cently, Sharcholders will ‘doubtlers 
expect me to make some reference 
to the subject of the possible affilin- 
tion of the transportation services 
of the respective companics. In 
this connection, although “pour- 
parlers’ have already taken place, 
nothing definite has materialised up 
to date. In the circumstancgs, it 
would appear imprudent for me, at 
this juncture, to offer any comments 
as’ to the possible outcome of 
negotlations; nevertheless, I deem it 
opportune to assure Shareholders 
that the policy of the Board in this 
matter [sone of conciliation to- 
wards the Tramway Co., since it fs 
probable that— provided some 
mutually beneficial arrangement can 
be entered into—an affilintion of the 
respectlve services would be to the 
boriefit alike of the intoreata of the 
two Companies concerned and of the 


Hong Kong, 


local community: but your Board fs 
not disposod to lose sight of the fact 
that this Company were for many 
yenrs the ploneers of motorbus 
transport: in the ‘Colony und ‘In- 
eldontally for ao lengthy poriod 
operated unprofitable routes; con- 
soquontly your Board fs‘ not propar- 
ed to entertain the handing over of 
thla portion of your Company's. 
activitles without adequate com- 
pensation, : 
Majestic Hotel. 

As most shareholders are aware, 
the Majestle Hotel, Shanghai, open- 
ed in 1024, has, under thls Com- 
pany’s management, achieved dur- 
Ing the past five years a world-wide 
reputation for its necommodation, 
serylee and appointments, and the 
brilliance of the innumerable fune- 
tlons pertaining to many natlonal- 
Ities which have been Ataged there. 


When the property : was purchased 


by this Company, it was Intended 


that tho extonslye grounds In which 


tho hotet’ butldink As-situate should 
be doveloped hy, providing. exten- 


‘sions theréof,.but «the situation 
avhich-arose in June 1925 postponed 
‘the progress of your Board's ‘policy 


In this mattor, and.since that time 
financial ‘conditions have failed to 
warrant the developments previous- 
ly contemplated, . 1+. - 

Moreover, the general conditions 
obtaining in North China during 
the past few yenrs have not been 
Buch as to-inspire your Board with 
the confidonce necessary to justify 
tholr sinking further funds in the 
property. When, therefore, o eash 
offer for the purchase of the pro- 
perly was reccived towards the end 
of inst year, your Bonrd considered 
that its acceptance was, in the cir- 
cumstances; proper. The receipt of 
the purchase price has had the 
effect of largely reducing the Com- 
pany’s indebtedness to the Bank and 
will effect considerable saving in 
interest charges, regarding which, 
I may Incidentally add that as the 
Company has no large programme 
of extension in prospett, and as the 
greater portion of its revenue is in 
the nature of cash  trans- 
actlons, it should henceforth be able 
to effect-further material reductions 
of its overdraft from time to time. 

There being no further matters 
to which I can usefully refer, I now 
formally propose that the Report

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.."" Why Not’ Railless Trants'?’ 
3 


N a letter to the Press 4 “Shnreholder” of the Hong Kong Tram- 
ways Company, Limited, makes a successful thrust in his plea 
for railless trolleys. With the advent of motor buses, both by the 
Tramways Company and the Hong Kong and Shanghai Hotels, 
Limited, a tram service on rails has become effete, ineffective, 


cumbersome, and obstructive. 


As pioneers of tram conveyance in the Colony the Tramways 
Company deserve every credit, for there is no doubt that the ser- 
vice was thoroughly appreciated in the days when motor buses 


were unknown on the streets of the Colony. 


As a “Shareholder” 


points out, however, it is now ludicrous to sit on the top of a tram 
‘running between Causeway Bay and Taikoo waiting, at one 
of the crossings on the single line running between these points, and 
watch the buses which run on that route, crossing each other and 
passing the waiting tram. Do away with the rails entirdy and run 
the service on railless trolley vchicles, and the trams would be 
passing cach other in the same manner instead of being held up 
very now and then; and no provisions would have to be made out 
of the earnings of the Company for expenditure on track renewnlg 


and track making. 


Having entered the field with a motor bus service it seems 


almost logical for the Tramways Company either to abolish trams 
altogether, unless on the very busiest expanse of its territory, or 


adopt the system of railless trolleys. 


Ways Company is quoted by “Shareholder” in regard to excerpts 


from a paper on “The Railless Trolley System: Its Sphere!” 


“Where 


the traffic demand necessitates the provision of less than 400 pas. 
senger seats per. hour in one direction, the motor bus is unassail. 
able.” But, says the author of the paper in question, “where trafic 
Warrants a service giving between 400 and 1,000 passengers’ seats 
per hour in one direction, with a corresponding increase in the num. 
ber of passenger stops per mile, and particularly over routes con- 


laining severe gradients, there 


appears to be sotind reason for 


seriously considering the adoption of railless trolley vehicles.” 
The tramear is only favoured for routes requiring services 


giving over 1,000 passenger seats per hour in ond direction. 


Thus, 


as “Shareholder” points out, the only call for tramears on double 
tracks secms to be between the Western Market and Percival Strect. 
And many will agree with him that even in this area n better service 
could be given with ruailless trolley vehicles, as‘in Singapore. 

Tho construction and continual maintenance of tram tracka in- 
volve nn outlay far out of proportion to the gctunl etrning capacity 
of a tramway: company, whilst the low exchange mugt operate most 


sovérely in regard to future importations of rails, 


“Moreover, as 


“Shareholder” also observes, why should the Tramways Company 
maintain costly tracks for the benefit of all heavy’ traffic and for 


the benefit of the Government? 


It is to be hoped that the Jast has not been’ heard of the 
numerous important points raised by “Sharcholder” jn tho interests 
of the Tramways Company. Slow and tortuous modes of locomotion 
are a thing of the past, or should be, and it only becomes farcical 
for trams and buses owned by the same concer to be competing 


with each other on the same routes. 


We trust that “A_Share-

holder's” views will elicit expressions of opinion from the Tramways 


Company Directors as well as from other sharcholders, :

kongite.” 

The writer, If he da not in sympathy 
with the’ present Communist — dens 
which are being so vigorously spread 
from the prosont Russia, must realise 
that It is tho natural right of every 
employer to employ the most efficient 
Inbour he can find and at the best price 
obtainable, © It is for this reason only 
that some Runslans have found employ- 
ment in Hong Kong. With tho excop- 
tion of n handful the majority of the 
Russlans now in Hong Kong aro in 
non-British cmployment, Tho British 
employer in Hong Kong and elsewhere 
has always been patriotic, and, wher- 
ever possible, has given employment to 
his countrymen, 

Among the millions of unemployed in 
Britain there ‘ta a considerable nuin- 
ber of people who are not merely un- 
employed, but unemployable. dt is 
people of the latter category that the 
Hong Kong authorities arc sometimes 
compelled to detain and subsequently to 
repntrlate, 2

CANTON POLICE. 


Men Encouraged ‘to Take 
Up Athletics, 


Canton, Friday. 

That the police force may be 
brought up to a high pitch of 
physical fitness, In order that they 
may be able to discharge their 
dutles  effictently, the Bureau of 
Public Safety has now introduced 
athletics as a compulsory part of the 
training of the members. For this 
purpose a Police Athletic. Associa- 
tion has been formed to encourage 
the men to -take up varlous forma 
of athtetic games, namely, tennis, 
cothal, Chinese boxing, volley ball 
and fisld sports. To each depart. 
ment of games, a special instructor 
has-been Yngayed by the Bureau to 
train the men jnto the games pro- 
perly. Alrendy, the police have dis. 
tinguished themseyeg jn football, as 
they have defeatey y strong team 
from n local cdlleye. 

To show ‘how ernest ° 
Auyang Kui, the Chief of eae “ 
concerned in athletics matters, ho 
has divided Canton into four athletic 
sectlons; =Tungshan, Satkwayuan, 
Honan and Ta Fataze. Each 
section hoa its own ~ rocreatlen 
ground, but there will be a common 
sround for all, as steps havo-‘alrendy 
beon tnken to Jay out a inrgo nthiatic 
field, containing about 40 mows, 
which is on the rear of the ‘Kuan 
Ying Hill. It fs expeeted thnt thia 
wround will be completed somo tlma 
In June. 

Tralning Course. 

Tho genernl policy of the Bureau 
{a to roptace within. three years all 
tha old mombers of .the force by 
newly trained young, man. This {5 
boing done by training mon atudents 
{n tho pollco schdol, whero aftor an 
intensive six months’ course they 
aro ‘drafted into the different aub- 
bureau, and the old mon are, auto: 
matleally rethred from sorvite,- each 
recolving n bonus of two months’ 
salaries. ; : 

The school recelves for ench term 
of. alx months: a bateh of 800 
rttdents botween tho nga of 14 and 
25, after having undergone a sovoro 
lest, In which the phyaiquo plays not. 
a small part. Since the conimence: 
ment of the school, 800 atudenta 
have panned out as fully tralied 
polfcemen and supplanted old mom. 


NEW CHINA. 


The Progressive District of Chung Shan. . 
GOOD ROADS: NO BRIGANDS. 
Public Adequately Protected by Police. 


STABLE GOVERNMENT. 


Thore are two model areas in China—the province of Shansi 
and the distriet of Chung Shan. Many have heard of Shansi, because 
of its general progressivencss, its two thousand or more of motor 
ronds, its freedom from brigandage, its stable government, and its 
administrator, Yen Hsi-shan. But few out of China know anything 
about Chung Shan—much less of its being a model district, _ Hence, 
a brief account of its political conatitution and schemes for future 
expansion may not be without interest, 


BIRTHPLACE OF DR. SUN YAT-SEN. 


Chung Shan, formerly known as 
Heungshan, {a the birthplace of the 
Kuomintang leader, Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen, and is named after him, (he 
was popularly known to the masses 
in China and overseas as Chung 
Shan). . 

Chung Shin [8 contiguous to 
Macao, a narrow asllp of land con- 
necting the two places, between 
which daily contact Is established 
both by road and river, 

Re-Birth of Chung Sham. 

Two years ago, Chung Shan was 
politically reconstructed on lines 
hitherto unknown and untried in 
China. With the sanction of 
the Centra! Political Government, 
Chung Shan was given a charter 
during the Tutclago Period under 
which {t fis now ruled by a. com- 
mittee, indepondent of the Kwang- 
tung Provincial Government. 

Immediately under this committee 
1s the Chung Shan magistrate, who 
carries out its policy, and adminis- 
ters the affairs of the district 
government. Functioning under 
the direct control of the magistrate 
are the following bureaux: Fin- 
ance, Police, Re-Construction, and 
Education, 

The present magistrate, recently 
appointed, is Mr. Wong Kue-su, who 
assumed office on March 25. As the 
materials of these articles were 
gathered during the office of his 
predecessor, Mr. Li Lu-chao, atten- 
tion will be confined to the work 
achieved under the last (Mr. Li's) 
administration —~ an qdministratiqn 
that will long be remembered ‘by 
tho people of the Mode! District for 
its efficiency and integrity and/com- 
prehensive and progressive plan- 
ning. 

Magistrate Li Lu-chno was ably 
assisted in his short term of ono 
year by four young men, each being 
chosen for his particular qualifica. 
tlons. Mr, Mok Siu-che was Com- 
missioner of Finance, Mr. Chang 
Chuk, Commissioner of 
Mr. Chang Chung-lim. Commis- 
sioner of Reconstruction, and Mr. 
Wong Hsl-shing, Commissioner of 
Education, 

Finance Bureau. 

Finance Bureau col- 
Iects all the locnl revenues, 
and, after deducting $30,000 
monthly for administrative ex- 
penses, remits the 
the Provincial Finance. Department 
at Canton. Under Mr. Mok. a most 
effective system of checking receipts 
and expenditures was devised, 50 
that squeeze was practically elimin- 
ated. 

A modern method of bookkeeping 
was introttueed, and the accounts 
were completed at the end of the 
day, with vouchors for all moneys 
received and paid out, so that tho 
Magistrate and the goneral public— 
the books were open to inspection 
knew at any time. exactly how the 
Administration stood financially, 
Whatever other claims Chung Shan 
may have for being a Model District, 
certainly as far as the financinl 
accounting of recelpts and expendi- 
tures was concerned, the claim was 
fully justified in Magistrate Li's 
term. Ono only wishes that the 
aame system of public accounting 
was Intreduced in every part of 
China. :

“DIESEL ENGINES | PONTIAC SIX. =~ ENGINES 


Cheaper Heavy Road: 
Transport 


Although we believe a number of 
commereial rond-transport vehicles 
fitted with “Diesel engincy, or air- 


less Injection engines, as they should 
be called, are being developed in 
Britain by = different © manufac- 
turers, one designed and constructed 
by Messrs, Kerr, Stuart and Com- 
paay, Limited, California Works, 
Stoke-on-Trent, appears to be the 
first to be actually pineed upon the 
market. The. pringipal advantage 
of the so-called Diesel engine in this 
application, as in others, is that it 
ulilisos a comparatively cheap fuel 
in a hiyhly-efficient manner, go that 
the fuel costs, which form an im- 
portant item in the total running 
costs, are very materially reduced. 
The Kerr-Stuart lorry carries a lond 
of-7 tons, and the total cost per mile- 
including all standing charges an¢ 
running costs, und assuming 600 
miles to be covered in a five-day 
week, ds given by the makers as 
6.G4d., aa compared with 11.13d. for 
a petrol-driven vehicle of similar 
capacity and 108d, for a steam 
waggon., The actual fuel con- 
sumption is stnted to be one gallon 
of crude oil in from 10 to 14 miles, 
depending on the load, while the 


igure given for the consumption of 


lubricating ofl is 14% gallons per 
week, again for a distance of be- 
tween 600 miles and 700 miles. 
The cost of the fucl was taken as 
4d. per gallon in estimating the tota} 
cost per mile given above, If, there- 
fore, the reliability and flexibility 
of the. sirless-injection engine can 
be stiown to meet requirements, 
there is no doubt that ity employ- 
ment in the application referred to 
will materially affect the economics 
of heavy transport by road. 

The Kerr-Stuart lorry hap a 
“platform 15 ft. % In. long by 7, ft. 
wide, the wheelbase being 18 ft. 6 
in. and the track 6 ft. 2 in. in front 
and 6 ft. 8% in. at tht renr, It has an‘ 
overall length of 22 ft. 3 in., with an 
overhang of & ft. 3 in, and ean turn 
in a circle of 28 ft. radius, 

The driver is accommodated by 
the side of-the engine in n weather: 
proof cab, in which wu seat is also 
provided for a second man. The 
overall height of the cab is B ft. 
9% In, The chassis frame is of 
pressed steel, the maximum depth ‘of 
the longitudinal members being 14 
in, and the cross members being of 
box section. 

The engine fitted is of the Mc- 
Laren-Benz airless-injection type. 
The particular mode! fitted has four 
cylinders, the bore and piston stroko 
being 185 mm. (6 5/16 in.) and 200 
mm. (7% in.), respectively, and tha 
brake horse-power daveloped being 
70, A governor prevents the 
engine speed from exceeding 800 
r.p.m., but the speed can be varied 
‘from the maximum down to about 
160 r.p.m. by means of an accelera- 
tor pedal controlling the governor 
which, in turn, controls the quantity 
of fuel of] injected into the cylinders 
at ench working stroke, It is, of 
course, un advantage of the alrless- 
injection engine, {2 comparison 
with the petrol - engine, that it is 
capable of producing a useful torqua 
at low speeds, and, for this reason, 
we understand that the need for 
genr changing Js greatly reduced. 
To domonstrate this feature, a Kerr- 
Stuart lorry was driven from Steke-

An important fen- 
ture of tho plant will bo tho docking 
ond ware house facilities, Ships will 
bo able to discharge dircet into tha 
plant. This warchouse will havo a ator.

Sense ; of the Law. 


Gentlemen, Sir Henry Gollan did 
not stay long in his private 
sccreturyship. Tho Law, though 
sometimes “a hags,” had the sense 
not to let Sir Henry slip out of 
her clutches, For less than a year 
after that appointment he became 
Attorney-General of — Northern 

Nigeria, passing on, the next year, 
to tho Chief Justiceship of that 
Colony; and three yenrs Inter he- 
coming, successively, Chief Justice 
of Bermuda, Attorney-General of 
Trinidad and of Ceylon where ho 
received a knighthood from His 
Majesty the King. "In 1924 he was 
promoted to be the Chief Justice 
of Hong Kong. . 

Since his advent to this Colony, 
Sir Henry Gollan has won the high 
respect und admiration of all 
classes of the community, A 
sound Inwyer, as he is invariably 
and unanimously so acclaimed by 
the loen! Bar, the public have al- 
ways felt instinctively that their 
Chief Justice was One who not only 
would administer the law aright, 
but was also a big enough man to 
see beyond the Jetter of the law 
to those xreal principles of equity 
on which the lnw rests. But Sir 
Henry hus been more than a great 
Chief Justice; he is a great gentle- 
mon, He is genial and witty, 
modest and courteous, sympathetic 
and kindly. To sit’ near him at 
dinner is a fenst in Itself. To hear 
him speak at dinner parties, con- 
certs, prize-givings and public lec- 
tures is an intellectual delight; for 
it is on such occasions that he 
gives full play to his lnambent wit 
and gentle humour. 


Modesty! 


I have just referred to Sir 
Henry's modesty. So modest was 
he that when I asked’ him to givo 
me some material for the speech 
which I am now making, he sent 
me under cover of a courteous and 
kind letter a half-sheet of notec- 
paper on which were written a 
fow lines which told me no more 
than the fact that Sir Henry had 
been serving on the legal ‘side of 
Nils Majesty’s Civil Service. But 
for the assistance of that friend- 
in-need, Mr. Hornell, in repairing 
the omissions, I would have given 
up tho job in despair. Of course, 
if IE had the wit of Sir Henry 
Gollan, I might have been able to 
‘make up an effective discourse with 
the fiimsy material he furnished 
me. But it Js given to few ta have 
Sir Henry's gift in that direction. 
‘He can be wittily brief, or briefly 
witty. Let me tell you a story by 
way of illustration. About three 
months ago tho Council of the Boy 
Scouts Association gave a dinner in 
honour of their Commiasion- 
er, the Rov. G. TT. Walde- 
grave, before he went Home 
on long leave, After the official 
speeches, someone at the end: of 
the table sent over to me a slip 
of paper on which were scrawled 
In pencil the words: “Please ask 
Str Henry to address us on the why 
and wherefore of this dinner.” 
With anticipatory pleasure and 
some wondcrment as to what would 
be coming, 1 passed the slip on to 
Sir Henry who, without any hesita- 
tion, and with a twinkle in his eye, 
got up and—what do you think ho 
Buld, gontlomen? Did he make -n 
long apeech pregnant with wisdom, 
and composed of polished perlods 
and oloquent passages? No. All 
that he sald wos compresacd in 
eleven words, Thoy aro thesc: 
“Gentlemen,” the ‘Why! Is Mr. 
Waldegrave, tho ‘Whereforo’ {a this 
dinner!" And then he sat down. 
T assure you, gontlemen, these few 
brief words so cleverly Jet fall on 
tho spur of the moment had an 
effect greater than miuny a carec- 
fully prepared addrcar. It was an 
admirable examplo to show that 
brovity Is the solo excuso for after. 
dinnor apenking. Such, thon, is tho 
man whom we are proud and de- 
lighted to honour this ovoning. 

Gontlemon, I now give you the 
tonst of Bir Honry Gollan—a great 
judge, a aplondid companion, and, 
withal, a kindly and courteoun 
gontleoman, May ho paan on now 
to that comfort and soronity which 
his long and distinguished service 
to tho Grown haa so woll oarned 
for him,

Chicf Justice Replies. 

Responding to tho toast, Sir ‘Henry 
Gollan thanked Dr, Kotewall for his 
flattering references, and wittily re- 
marked that he hnd often wondered 
what It would be like to rend ono's 
obituary notice. Now that Dr. Kotewall 
had spoken, howover, he had somo idea 
of the feeling of satisfaction that must 
ariae, (Laughter), He had always had 
great respect for tho intelligence of Dr. 
Kotewall — (hear hear) — but now he 
realised that his heart was greater 
than hia brain, (Laughter). 

Sir Henry’ recalled the earlier years 
of his service in Nigeria and sald that 
when he first entered the Colonial ser- 
vive In Hong Kong the conditions were 
romewhnt primitive, For instance, he 
remembered that once when he wrote 
a letter he had to explain to tho re- 
cipient that there were no stamps avail- 
nble. (Laughter). That, he would haaten 
to explnin, was because the roads were 
too bad to yo out and buy them. 

Fairness and Intelligence. 

He could any, however, that he was 
thankful that he ever came to this de- 
lghtful and interesting Colony. (Hear, 
hear). His Hfe In Hong Kong hud been 
particularly happy, and he would like 
to express tho gratitude he felt towards 
those who had helped him in what ho 
considered to be his great life work— 
the administration of the. criminal law. 

Sir Henry sald that he wished also 
to express bis appreciation of the fnir- 
ness and intelligence which had been 
shown during all the years that he had 
been In the Colony by the members of, 
the Bar. 

Tt would be a dull life that consisted 
only of work, and he was pleased: to 
fined that Fong Kong. supplied a varicty 
of interests both for the mind and the 
holy, There was that in the life of 
Hong ‘Kong to satisfy all kinds and 
conditions of men, Once he always be- 
lieved that a purt, however prosperous, 
mmuat be necessarily ugly, and when he 
first henrd that he was to come’to Hong 
Kong he thought that his opinion would 
be Justified, Having lived here, how- 
ever, all he could say was that the 
people of Hong Kong seemed to be ina 
conspiracy of silence for here was a 
place of benuty—“where every prospect 
pleascs, and only the motor car (ale) 
is vile.” (Hear, hear). 

Soldiers Not Oralors, 

The Hon. Dr. S. W, Taso, in a few 
well-chosen words, then proposed the 
toast of “The Other Guests,” to which 
Major-General J. W. Sandilands, re- 
sponded. He remarked amid laughter 
that the poor soldier could never hope 
to compete so far op oratory was con- 
cerned with the brilliant judge. 

He always had no great admirntion 
of men who spent the greater part 
of their lives in a British Colony, and 
Sir Henry was no exception. He him- 
self had always been recelved with 
courtesy and kindness by the European 
and -Chincse communitics, ond hod 
made many friends. He hoped to make 
many more, (Applause). lic hoped, also

they would be able to do the same 
honour to the Chinese In return,

Another Junk Master 
In Trouble. 


COLLISION SEQUEL. 

Charged before Comdr, J. B. 
Nowill, 0D.S.0., at the Marine 
Court yesterday, “Wong Klu-yau 
pleaded “not guilty” to the charge 
of having no lights on his junk. 
at the. tlmo of the collision with 
the #.s. Kwong Sal off’ Shekwan, 

It will bo'recalled that the ac- 
eldent tuok placo on March 31 at 
about 10.15 p.m. and was duly re- 
ported in the China Mail on April 
1. Five men and four women were 
rescucd from the junk when [t 
enpslzed. The master would not 
lenve the boat. The others wera 
taken on board and brought 
to Hong Kong. 

Capt. J. Acock, mastér of the aa. 
Kwong Sai, in evidence, anid that 
he was in charge of the ship from 
the time it teft Canton until it 
was within two miles of Sampan 
Chow at 8.10 p.m. He was then 
relieved by the mate, but 
remained on the bridge until 
9 pm He then went down 
below only to be aroused 
by the shout “Hard nport.” He 
rushed on deck, but the impact had 
occurred before he could gain the 
bridge. The mate then was direct- 
ing operations to save the crew of 
the junk. Capt. Acock then re- 
turned to his cabin for a jacket 
and an electric torch, The junk 
was well {Huminated by the glare 
of, four such torches from the 
Kwong Sai. He noticed that there 
were no lights and he was 
not nble to discern any- 
thing that bore any re- 
semblance to one. He added that 
the master of the junk hnd said 
that it was a fishing junk, but he 
could not detect any fish or even 
the usual strong odour of fish. 

A. H. M. Brown, the Chief 
Officer of the Kwong Sai 
anid - that whilst on duty 
at 10.10 pm. he saw two 


.|blurred points on the starboard 


bow about two hundred feet away. 
Aa the boat swung round, a piece 
of paper was Ilt on board the junk; 
this providing the first light seen. 

The pilot of the river boat said 
that there was no light showing 
on. board. The Quartermaster 
knew that the collision occurred at 
10.14 p.m. but had. no idea on 
which day this happened. 

Defendant said that he was fish- 
ing in the bay and was run down 
by the steamer at 10.15'p.m, He 
had lights both fore and aft, but 
that they went out after the colll- 
sion. He ndded that he saw the 
lights of a ship about 100 
changs away (a. chang {8 
equal to 11, feet 9 inches), 
but no  asignal was _— given. 
He hud his lights lit immediately 
after sunsct, and had changed the 
Jamp at 9 pm. The next change 
was due at midnight. 

Captain Acock: Was there a 
junk nearby, fishing? 

Defendant: Yes. 

Captain Acock: There were no 
lights in sight with the exception 
of those on a Butterfield and Swire 
boat coming up. ; f 

Defendant: I did not see the 
stenmer, but saw n junk on the 
west side. i 

-Leung Yung, master of fishing 
junk No. 104, giving evidence said 
that he was behind the defendant's 
junk on the starboard side at the 
time of the accident. Heo sald that 
there were lights on the junk and 
that the Kwong Sai did not give 
any junk signals, Asked why he 
did not attempt to rescne his 
friend, witness anid that the tide 
wan against such an act. 

Comdr, Newlll said that cach 
Junk must carry two lights, one at 
the main mast and the other at 
the stern not more than six feet 
high. On his own evidence, de- 
fendant was guilty of not having 
regulation Hghts. 

Defendant was fined 
fifteen days imprisonment, 


COLLISION YESTERDAY. 


Fuk Tai Shing, master of a carga 
junk, yeaterday evening reported ta 
the Water Police Station the cir- 
cumstances of a collision In’ the 
harbour, He stated that at about 
6.30 p.m., while in the Southern 
Fairway, and about 250 yards from 
the Hol On Wharf, tho river 
steamer Ko Chow Jn leaving’ her 
wharf, collided with the junk atrik-
